TAM Es be the grace of God King of Scottis, To our Louittis william Bzyſon Waſar, Meſſingeris our 
Schireffis in that part cownctly and ſeuerallie ſpetiallie coſtitute greting.Fozſamekle as it is not vnknawin 
to all the gude ſubiectis of this our Realme, quhat greit gude will and freindſchip our deareſt ſiſter the Quene 
of Jngland (being Pꝛinceſſe in the warld neireſt to vs baith be blude and habitatioun) hes declarit not onlie 
towartis vs and the pꝛeſeruatioũ of our Innocent perſoun euer ſen our birth, Bot als quhat tair, trauellis, and 
charges our ſaid deareſt ſiſter hes takin, boꝛne, and ſuſtenit fox the ſaiftie and pꝛeſeruatioun of this our Realme in the auld 
ancient libertie, far aboue the cuſtome of ony hir pꝛedeceſſouris. Foꝛ it is not to be foꝛgottin bot thankfullie to be remẽberit 
how euin with the beginning of hir Regne (werr thi ſtãding betuix thir twa realmes ) firſt of all a godlie peace was maid 
and concludit, quhilk to this time hes happely continewit to the pleaſure of God and greit commoditie of this countrie. As 
allwa how ſchoꝛtlie thairefter this our Kealme being in danger of the Frenche conqueſt, and Chaiſtiane Reltgioun thairin 
likly to haue bene vtterly luppzeſſit,be our ſaid deareſt ſiſteris toꝛces and ayd ſend to the aſſege of Leyth the ſtrangers wir 
expellit and the ſtait of Religioun and libertie ofthe coũttie pꝛeleruit, in the quilk actioun neither hir treaſure noꝛ the blude 
and lyfis of hir pepil wer ſpatrit. The lyke cair weil appeirit in hir quhen be hir foꝛces direct in this our Realme in the Mo⸗ 
neth ol Maj, the zeir of God ane thouſand fyue hundꝛeth thꝛe ſcoir and ten zeiris,the conſpiratouris quilkis pꝛetendit our 
depolitioun from our Royall Crowne and to erect ane vther authoꝛitie, wer pꝛolligat a diſapointit, and our Caſtel of Glaſ: 
gow than aſſegit be thame ſuccourit # releuit. Our ſaid deareſt ſiſter neuer taking oꝛ occupying ony ſtrenth, hald, oꝛ fute of 
ground in Scotlãd, bot that quhilk ſcho hes bene alwayes willing to rander to the awneris, vpõ na vther condition ſaulk⸗ 
fing thair returning to our obedience a ſuretie foꝛ continewance thairat. And ſen that tyme it is weill knawin quhat tra⸗ 
uellis and cair ſcho hes takin be hir Ambaſſadouris letteris and Meg ges to haue our hail Realme quietit to our obeditee, 
Quhnirin hir labouris and mediatioun hes at Goddis pleaſure takin gude ſucce ite, our haill Realme in effect being reducit 
to the acknawledgeing ol our Jut hoꝛitie, and in the plate of the lang ciuile a inteſtine weir, gude peace reſtozit over all the 
countrie:our Caſtell of Edinburgh only cxceptit.Quhilk being put in the truſt a cuſtodie of noilliame Kirkcaldy ſumtyme 
of Gzange Knicht to our vſe a behufe be vmquhyle our deareſt Couſing James Erle ot Murray our Regent fox the tyme of 
worthy memoꝛie, the fad y51illtame vnmyndfull of his treuth and pꝛompſit alledgeance, hes be the ſpace of twa zeitis with 
the mair now bypaſt be the meanes of the ſame Caſtell raiſit and continewit the ſaid ciuile and Jnteſtine weir agains our 
Ropall eſtait # authozitte, Co the diſturbance of Chziſtiane UID Lawis, policie, and haill tommoun weill of ont 
Realme, and reiecting the godlie pacificatioun quhilkis the cheif Nobill men a vthuris returning to our obedience hes rel⸗ 
ſauit, pꝛacedis in contempteous rebellioun and weir, greitly annoying our Burgh of Edinburgh being the cheif lait of Ju⸗ 
ſtice, and doing beſydis quhat in him lyis to pzocure and dꝛaw ſtrangeris in this our Realme foz ſuppꝛeſſing of Religioun, 
our eſtait, and troubling the qupetnes of this haill Ile. And ſeing our puncipall Oꝛdinance, Powder, Bullettis, and munt⸗ 
tionnis ar detenit within our ſaid Caſtell, and vllt and ſpent aganis vs and our gude ſubiectis, our ſayd deareſt ſiſter hes 
bene erniſtiy requyzit be our richt traiſt Couſing James Erle Moꝛtoun Loꝛd DalkeithReget to vs our Realme and lie⸗ 
gis and Nobilitie of this our Realme, fo2 ayd and ſuccouris of men, oꝛdinante and munitioun,to the expugnationn, aſſege, 
and recouerie of our ſaid Caſtell.Quhilk ſcho hes fauourabillie # liberallie grantit,efter all gude meanis vſit to haue bꝛocht 
the perſounis being within our ſaid Caltell to our obedience be treatie, Bot the ſame contemptit be thame and reiectit, hes 
now pꝛeparit and cauſit put hir fozces in full reddines to enter in this our Kealme,tobe fully employed foꝛ the mantenance 
and furthſetting of our Authoꝛitie, in aſſegeing of our ſaid Caſtell,that the ſame being recouerit, may immediatlic and indi- 
laitlie be delyuerit( with the ozdinance,munitioun,Royal plate, Jowellis, ardꝛop, and houſhald ſtuf,and with the Regt- 
ſteris and retoꝛdis belanging to vs a our Crown) to vs and our ſaid Regent in our name # to our behufe: And wa thairby 
peace reſtoꝛit to our ſaid Burgh of Edinburgh and our haill Realme in dur obedience, without ony vther pꝛetẽſe, meaning, 
02 Jntentioun in our ſaid deareſt ſiſter, oz in Schir Milliame Dꝛurie nicht, Generall of hir ſaidis foꝛtes. CO VR will 
is heirfoir,and we charge zow ftraitlie and commandis, that Incontinent thir our letteris ſene ze pas a in our Name and 
Authozitie mak publicatioun heirof at the mercat Croceofour Burgh of Edinburgh, a all vther places nedefnll,that nane 
pretend Jgnozance ofthe ſame,oz ſiniſterlie depꝛaue and milrepozt our ſaid deareſt ſiſterisfreindly and fauourabill Intẽ⸗ 
tioun. And that ze command and charge all and ſundzie our liegis,that thay and eucrie ane of thame thankfully reſſaue the 
Generall of hir faces, and haill perſounis being vnder his charge, and to ſchaw# gif to thame all fauour and gude intreat⸗ 
ment in ludgeing, meit, dꝛinke, a vtheris their necellaris vpon thair reſſonabill charges, vnraland the pꝛeſent pꝛices in ony 
wing. And that nane tak vpon hand to do tothame oz ony ot thame harme, greif, inturie, oꝛ vncurteſie in bodyis oꝛ gudes be 
word, dei, oꝛ countenance, vnder the pane of deid.Certifying thame that fallzeis, they ſalbe repute and eſtemit as leditious 
aud wickit Inſtrumẽtis. hinderaris of our ſeruice and obedience, fauouraris and pcrtakaris with the declarit Tratouris 
and Rebellis being within our ſaid Caſtell, and the pane of deid ſalbe execute vpon thome with all Rigour in exempill of v- 
theris. The quhilk to do we commit to c coniunctlie and ſeuerallie our full power be thir our letteris delyuering thame 
be zow dewlie execute and Indoꝛſat agane to the berare. Geuin vnder our Signet at Halpruidhous the riij.day of Ipꝛple,
